Wrestling  is  one  of  the  best  sports  in  the  atletic  program  as  far  as  fairness  to  all 
boys  is  concerned.  It  presents  opportunities  for  boys  of  all  sizes.  There  are  thirteen 
different  weight  classes  starting  at  98  and  going  up  to  185  and  Heavyweight. 

A  wrestling  match  consist  of  three,  two  minute  periods.  The  wrestler  to  accumulate 
the  most  points  within  this  time  period  is  the  winner.
